THE SNOW BLIZZARD 


One of the Worst Storms for 


Many Years in Central 


Illinois. 


Bnow One to FOOT Feet Deep— 


Business Paralyzed for tbe Day- 
Street Cars In the Barn, and 
Railway Trains Behind Time. 


From Monday'i 


The high wind of last week meant 


something. It was the forerunner of an 
old time snow blizzard, and it swooped 
down upon na iaat night after 12 o'clock, 
and baa continued with more or less vio- 
lence all day, with the damp enow driven 
by a cutting east and north wind. Such 
a savare storm baa not been experienced 
by th» residents of tbe Mississippi valley 
for nearly 20 yearn. Thet3 has been ex- 
tremely 03ld weathtr and heavy sleets, 
but a deep snow with a driving wind has 
been a rarity. This morning the Bnow 
drifts in the streets and along the side- 
walks 
and 
fences 
were 
anywhere 


from one to four feet deep, and the 
street cur rails were completely bidden, 
with moia snow falling and drifting. 
Residents ot tha outlying districts ot the 
city bad a tough time getting down to 
business this morning, wading around 
and through deep drifts. Here and there 
on the way citizens bad to Btop to rest. 
Children going to school had a hard time 
of it. Many of the little ones were wisely 
kept at home for the day. It was not 
very cold, about 20 above zero, but the 
wind and snow, with difficult walking, 
made it exceedingly unpleasant to be ex- 
posed any length ot time. 


All day the carriages have been oat to 


afford traveling and business men meens 
of transportation to and from the trains, 


This ia as rough a day as the teamsters 


wi*h to see very soon again. 
In some 


plaoee thn Bnow is so deep thnt the 
teams are almost unable to pull the 
empty express wagons through. 


NO STBBBT GABS MOVI.NO. 


The man or woman who waited this 


morning or any time daring the day for 
the street oars to appear had a long wait. 
They were completely ont ot eight, and 
no attempt was made to clear even 
the depot line, because of the fall ng 
and drifting enow. Manager Ferguson 
hid all ot the men at tha barn this 
morning cleaning the oars. No attempt 
will be made to clean the snow oft 
the 


rails uniil the enow ceases fulling or 
there Is some abatement in the severity 
of the Ktorm. Posoibly there will be no 
cars out to-day or to-night. 
One day 


last winter tbe oars were kept in the 
barn all dey. 
That 
WBB in the time ot 


the enow and eleet. On the branch lines 
there were no cars for several days. It 
will not take long to get the cars going 
if the Btorm will let np a little. 


BXTBNT OF IBB STOHM. 


The storm is a creature of tbe south- 


west section ot the country end pre- 
vailed with considerable violence as 
early as 10 o'clock a, m. Sunday in Mis- 
souri, Iowa, Kuneae, 
Nebraska and 


Texas. It arrived in Decatnr at about 
2 a. m. to-day. We have had enough ot 
it. 
The aooner it goes, the better we 


will like it, 


TRAIN BZBVIOB CBIPPLBD. 


The incoming passenger trains were 


psraljzsd to-day by the heavy snow fall. 
They averaged from five minutes to five 
hours late, and the prospects are that 
one train on the Champaign & Havana 
branch will not be in until the latter part 
of the week. Tbe depot is crowded by 
the traveling public and passengers, who 
are either wailing for delayed trains or 
aie laid < ver by trains missing connec- 
tion. Outside of the depot everything 
is quint, save for the occasional arrival of 
a delayed train. 'Up to the arrival ot 
the Illinois Central train, which was 
one honr behind time, it was thought

going trains nt all, but when it did arrive 
the travelers breathed easier and all con- 
ceded that if tbe Illinois Gentrjl with 
their coffee pot engines coald out the 
snow, the Wabaeb, I. D. fc W. and the 
VandaUa trains would come sometime.

made by Gun. P. O. Hays in bia paper 
entitled "Ths Relation of Party to Paper 
and Paper to Party," to the effect that 
the party paper in a sense is a slave to 
party, and moat u-der all oiruumstaDoes 
support the party and its platforms, by 
the Deflator Review. The Review esuajs 
to have discovered in that statement that 
Republican papers support their party, 
right or wrong. 


The cardinal principles of the Republi- 


can party happen to be well defined, and 
no R publican paper is called upon to 
stultify ite»lf by changing its position in 
order to keep pace with ever-varying 
principles. The Republican party stands 
for protection to American industries, 
fair elections, human rights, honest 
money and honest government, and any 
Republican paper can well afford, in 
advocating these principles, to be a slave 
to them in the sense referred to by Gen. 
Hays. 
This la in wide contrast with 


Democratic newspapers that 
cannot 


fairly ba characterized as having the dig- 
nity of devotion to principles in and out 
of seaeou.

patty baa to change its course almost as 
often fia Democratic- conventions assem- 
ble.

posed an income tax, and in 18D1, in a 
time of profound peace, advocates an in- 
come tax. In 1862 it railed against 
greenbacks and called them "Lincoln 
rags," and after the war, wben the gov- 
ernment started on the road to resump- 
tion, insisted that greenbacks were the 
ideal currency of the couutry. ' From 
1873 until within the last year the Dem- 
ocratic press favored the free coinage of 
silver, and all at once, under the com- 
mand of Grover Cleveland, end in 
violation of the party's platform dec- 
laratiooB, took 
a 
square 
position 


against the free coinage of silver. In 
1872 the Democratic press favored, refer- 
ring the tariff, as a local issue, to the 
oongresEionftl districts, and subsequently 
changed front and declared it a national 
issue, In 1888 the same press advocated 
a tariff sufficient to compensate ttie differ- 
ence in wages here and abroad, and in 
1892 insisted that the tariff bed nothing 
to do with fixing wages, and declared 
protection to American industries- a^d 
American labor unco-J8titutionsl 
The 


first half of the year 1893, the Democratic 
press declared tLat tho prostration of 
business, from which the country wcs 
suffering, «as due to the Biker purchase 
clause of the Sherman silver law, and 
that prosperity wcnld come on golden 
winga as soon as that provision of the law 
was repealed,batwhen proepetity failed to 
materialize in fulfilment of their proph- 
esy, the same wilderness howling press 
declared that the Republican manufac- 
turers bad closed their factories for polit- 
ical purposes and now they assume to 
Dolieve that business will return to the 
normal state of Bapubhoan rule in spite 
of Prof. Wilson's tariff bill some day. 


The Democratic press always opposed

Electing United Stated Senators. 


The United States senate is divided 


into three classes, so that two-thirds of 
the senators are in office at any time. 
The time of one-third of the senators 
now comprising the senate will expire 
March 1,1895, one-third March 1, 1897, 
and tbe other one-third March 1,1899. 
A few of the state legislatures have al- 
ready been elected that have or will elect 
senators who will take their seats in 1895, 
notably those ot Iowa, New Jersey and 
Mississippi; but nearly al! ot the one- 
third ot the states in the Union that 
have senators whose terms will expira 
March 1,1895, will elect legislatures this 
fall that will elect United States sena- 
tors next winter to snooeed those now in 
office.

Mr, Honk's wife, who was im- 
mediately summoned, arrived at the 
house, accompanied by a lady friend, 
shortly after H o'clock. 


Judge Houk was apparently ia the 


best of health yesterday morning. He 
visited the house of representatives 
and attended a meeting of the inter- 
state commerce committee, of which 
he was a prominent member. He was 
on the floor of the liousc during the 
session about an hour, and then leit 
the capitol and repaired to his rcsi 
dence at 13IJU I street N. W. He re- 
mained at his residence for some time 
and with his private secretary, Louis 
G. Olt, read over and revised a recent 
spc-ech on the tariff preparatory to 
having it printed in pamphlet form. 


Judge llouk's body has been placed 


ia the hands of Undertaker Gawler, 
Speaker Crisp has been notified of his 
death. 


Judge Houk was OS> years of age, hav- 


ing been born in Cumberland county, 
1'a.. September 25, 1825. lie removed 
when two years of age with his father 
to Ohio, and settled at Dayton, where 
he has resided ever since. Ho chose 
tile law for a profession, and formed a 


' partnership with Hon. Peter P. Lowe. 


In 1380 he was a delegate to the famous 
Charleston-Baltimore convention as 
supporter of Dongluss, and from, that 
time on was active in democratic poli- 
tics. He was first circled to the fifty- 
second congress, and was re-elected to 
the fifty-third as a democrat, defeating- 
in his last election Donley, a repub- 
lican, by 4,"GO votes.

This 
improvement will neoeeeitate the tenrinR 
down of the old ramshackle Union depot 
and it naturally follows that a new depot 
will be constructed on the oity jide of 
the tracks, west of tbe present site of the 
depot. The removal of the old freight 
house is contemplated and the V m corn- 
piuy will do all of its switching at the 
yards to bo constructed north of -he city 
at a point nrnr where the P., D 
& E. 


branches off from the Central In, ok. 


The trains between the bridge and the 


depot in Decatur will be operate;! on the 
block sjutem, from a tower to be built at 
the bridge. With this system ia force 
there will be no possibility of accidents.

MEMPHIS, Tenn , Feb IS.—A storm 


of great Intensity was central over 
Arkansas Sunday night, and rain fell
